IT  is  neceflary  to  be  remembered,  that  by  virtue  of  an  Aft  of  Parlia- 
ment, made  in  the  Year  I751,  for  Alteration  of  the  Stile,  the  Be- 
ginning or  the  Year  was  changed  from  the  25th  of  March  to  the  iftDay 
of  January.  This  Change  took  place  on  the  ift  of  January  17525  and 
the  Act  enjoitis  and  directs,  that  from  and  after  that  Time  every  fucceeding 
firft  Day  oi  January  in  every  Year  to  come,  mall  be  the  firft  Day  of  that 
Year  refpectively  $  and  that  all  Deeds  and  Writings,  of  what  Nature  and 
Kind  foever,  mail  be  dated  accordingly. 

In  Confequencc  of  the  fame  Act  of  Parliament,  the  Ufe  of  the  Julian 
Account,  or  Old  Stile,  heretofore  followed  in  this  Country,  ceafed  on  the 
fecond  of  September  of  the  lame  Year  17525  and  by  dropping  or  leaving  out 
eleven  nominal  Days,  and  calling  the  next,  which  was  to  have  been  the 
the  third,  the  fourteenth,  the  New  Stile  took  place  J  and  from  thence,  by 
the  faid  Act,  is  directed  to  be  u!ed  for  all  Time  to  come,  in  all  his  Ma- 
jefty's  Dominions  fubject  to  the  Crown  of  Great  Britain.  By  this  Alte- 
ration, the  feveral  Fixed  or  Immoveable  Feafts,  as  they  are.  ordered  to  be 
I  placed  in  the  New  Calendar  upon  the  iame  nominal  Days  of  the  refpective 
Months  as  they  were  placed  op  n  in  the  Old,  will  come  eleven  Days  earlier 
than  they  would  otherwife  have  done,  and  thereby  would  have  made  all 
th  n^s  drpen  'ing  upon  them,  fuch  as  the  Opening  or  Inclofing  of  common 
Fields  and  Paftu.es,  the  Holding  of  Fairs  and  Marcs,  the  Payments  of 
Rents  anJ  Annuities,  and  the  C  ommencement  or  Extinction  of  many  pri- 
vate Rights  and  Matters  of  Property,  do  the  fame:  To  prevent  therefore 
any  Inconveniences  arifing  therefrom,  the  Act  provides  and  directs,  That 
the  Opening  or  Inclofing  of  Paftures,  the  Payments  of  Rents,  Annuities, 
and  all  other  things  depending  on  the  Fixed  or  Immoveable  Feafts,  /hall 
not  by  this  means  be  accelerated  or  forwarded  J  but  that  the  Days  of  open- 
ing or  mutting  fuch  Paftures,  of  paying  fuch  Rents  or  Annuities,  and  of 
doing  all  fuch  other  Matters  and  Tnings  formerly  to  be  done  a  ,d  performed 
on  the  faid  Feafts,  mail  be  ke  t,  obferved,  and  performed  on  the  fame  na- 
tiral  Days  of  the  Year  on  which  the  faid  Feafts  would  have  fallen,  if  this 
Act  had  not  been  made.  For  this  Reafon  the  5th  of  April  is  called  Old 
Lady-day,  and  the  10th  of  O&iber  Old  Mich  ielmas-dey,  and  fo  of  the 
reft,  as  being  the  refpect;ve  Days  on  which  all  fuch  Rents  and  Payments 
become  due,  fuch  Rrghts  take  place,  and  fuch  Matters  and  Things  to  be 
done,  and  not  before.  All  that  is  here  faid  relates  to  the  feveral  Things 
above  mentioned  depending  on  Fixed  or  Immoveable  Feafts  j  but  all  fuch 
as  depend  on  Moveable  Feafts,  or  on  Days  depending  on  them,  are  to  take 
place,  and  be  leckoned  according  to  the  New  Calendar,  in  pursuance  of  an 
Act  of  Parliament  of  the  Year  1752,  for  amending  the  former  Act  of  the 
Year  1751. 

N,  fi.  That  all  Da'es  of  Births,  Deaths,  or  other  remarkable  Events, 
in  the  Regal  or  Chronological  Tables,  prior  to,  or  upon,  the  2d  of  Septem- 
ber 1752,  are  to  be  underftood  according  to  the  Julian  Account,  or  Old 
S'ile  j  but  after  that  Time,  the  annual  Returns  of  them  are  placed  in  the 
Calendar  Part  of  the  Almanack,  according  to  the  New  Stile,  eleven  no- 
minal Days  later.  As  for  Inftance  j  the  Day  of  the  King's  Coronation,  in 
rhe  Chronological  Table,  is  mentioned  on  the  nth  of  Odlober,  on  which 
Day  that  Ceremony  was  performed  in  the  Year  1727,  when  the  Ufe  of  the 
Old  Stile  fubfifted  5  but  now,  in  the  Year  176 1,  after  the  New  Stile  takes 
place,  the  34  Years,  fince  that  happy  Event,  will  not  be  fully  cdmpleat- 
ed,  or  accomplimed,  till  the  22d  Day  of  the  fame  Month,  where  the  Re- 
turn of  it  is  placed  :  And  the  fame  is  to  be  underftood  of  all  other  Events 
of  the  like  fort.  *  ^

GADBURY's  Obfervations,  1761. 
Of  the  Eclipses  this  Year,  1761. 

WITHIN  the  Revolution  of  this  Year  there  will  be ; 
Six  Eclipfes,  viz.  Four  of  the  Sun,  and  Two  of 
the  Moon,  only  one  of  the  Moon  will  be  vifible  in  our 
Hemifphere;  the  other  five  will  be  invifible,  and  they 
will  happen  in  the  manner  following, 

The  Firft  Eclipfe  is  an  invifible  one  of  the  Sun,  which 
will  happen  on  the  fourth  Day  of  May,  at  7  o'clock  in 
the  Morning,  and  it  fills  in  the  14th  Degree  of  the  Sign 

Taurus. 

The  Second  is  a  vifible  Eclipfe  of  the  Moon,  on  Mon- 
day the  18th  Day  of  May,  at  10  o'clock  at  Night,  and  falls 
in  the  28th  Degree  of  the  Sign  Scorpio,  a  watery  Triplici- 
ty ;  it  happens  to  fall  in  the  Third  Decanate  of  Scorpio, 
the  fame  is  threatened  with  fharp  Sickneffes,  with  many 
Seditions,  Quarrels,  and  Slaughters,  efpecially  thofe  coun- 
tries fubjedl  to  that  Sign. 

The  Third  Eclipfe  is  an  invifible  one  of  the  Sun,  which 
will  happen  on  the  3d  of  June,  at  1  in  the  Morning,  in 
the  1 2th.  Degree  of  Gemini',  it  falls  in  the  fecond  face  of 
thatfign,  fignifies  Piracies,  Murther,  and  Theft. 

The  Fourth  Eclipfe  is  of  the  Sun,  invifible,  on  Tuefday 
the  27th  Day  of  OSiober,  near  1 1  o'clock  at  Night,  it  is 
celebrated  in  the  4th  Degree  of  the  Sign  Scorpio* 

The  Fifth  is  an  invifible  Eclipfe  of  the  lefTer  Luminary 
the  Moon,  which  happens  on  Tburfday  the  12th  Day  of  No- 
vember, at  Noon  ;  this  falls  in  the  20th  Degree  of  the 
Sign  Taurius,  an  earthly  Triplicity. 

The  Sixth  and  lafl  Eclipfe  is  of  the  great  Luminary  the 
Sun,  invifible  in  our  Horizon,  upon  the  26th  Day  of  No- 
vember, about  3  in  the  Afternoon,  celebrated  in  the  5th 
Degree  of  the  fire  Triplicity,  call'd  Sagittarius,

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The  Author's  Judgment  on  the  Four  Quarters 
of  the  Year  1761  ;  drawn  from  the  Motion 
of  the  Heavenly  Bodies. 

I Having  faid  fomething  over  the  Months  in  this  Year, 
as  well  as  fome  time  paft,  relating  to  Fate,  Free-will, 
&c.  I  do  not  think  it  amifs  here  to  give  the  Opinions  of 
two  great  Men  about  that  Matter,  and  how  they  underftood 
it ;  becaufe  the  word  Fate  is  now  grown  a  Bugbear  among 
weak  People,  and  all  thofe  whofe  Employments  fend  them 
another  Way.  To  fay  there  i:  no  fuch  Thing  as  Fate,  is  as 
falfe  as  to  lodge  a  Neceffity  in  it ;  for  he  that  runs  all  into 
a  fatal  Neceffity,  deftroys  that  which  Mankind  are  fo  migh- 
ty fond  of ;  that  is,  a  free  Agency.  •  The  truth  is,  Man- 
kind are  too  apt  to  drive  Things  into  Extremes,  and  fo 
according  to  their  Opinions,  let  their  Errors  grow  mon- 
Uroufly  great  and  as  one  fpreads  to  the  Left,  the  other 
extends  the  other  Way :  and  like  two  Lines  into  fecdng 
each  other,  the  longer  they  are  drawn  the  further  apart. 
Thus  Pojldonius  tells  us,  u  That  Fate  is  an  Immutability 
f?  in  the  order  of  all  Things,  wkh  a  continual  Neceffity 
"  in  Nature  :V  And  this  he  attributes  to  the  Conftellatior's 
of  Heaven.  On  the  other  hand,  Cbryjofiom,  in  his  44th 
Horn,  on  the  Gofpel  oijobn,  fays;  Ji  Rt  fun  etlio-  eft  (jf  fa- 
e/iaum,  non  eft  Fatu?n :  "  That  if  there  is  a  Rcluireaion 
"  and  Judgment,  there  can  be  no  Fate."  A  pretty  odd 
fort  of  an  Argument,  which  may  fway  with  fome  Men, 
but  not  with  me.  And  in  another  of  his  Homilies  he  fays, 
Mifer  eft,  qui  fe  Fat i  fuhjicit  Vani tail :  "  That  he  is  a  mi- 
Yerable  Soul  that  fubjecis  hinifelf  to  the  Vanity  of  Fate." 
I  take  this  to  be  a  very  filly  Expreihon  ;  for  if  there  is 
fuch  a  Thing  as  Fate,  it  doth  not  lie  in  Man's  Choice  to 
fabjeflt  hirojeff,  &x>  If  there  is  no  Fate,  how  can  Man 
fubjecl  himlelf  to  nothing,  or  to  that  which  is  not  ?  Thus 
you  fee  how  thefe  Extremes  are  ufed,  when  perhaps  nei- 
ther of  them  knew  any  thing  of  the  Matter,  But  to 
come  to  what  1  promised  above:  Firmicus  tells  us,  "  That 
"  Eate  is  a  Connection  of  Caufes  which  doth  receive  its 
V  Power  and  Force  from  the  Motion  of  the  Stars  ;  and  bv 
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"  that  Motion  alfo  it  is  perfected  and  produced."  The 
fecond,  which  is  Jujius  Lipjtus,  fays,  "  I  call  that  a  Ma- 
*'  thematical  Fate,  that  joins  and  knits  all  Events  and  Ac- 
<c  tions  to  the  Power  and  Pofitions  of  the  Stars,  of  which 

"  the  Chaldeans  and  Aftrologers  were  the  firft.  Authors. 
«  But  among  the  Philosophers,  the  firft  Author  was  the 
4i  moil  excellent  Mcrairius  in  his  Epiflle  to  Amman  ;  where 
"  fubtilly,  and  with  .good  Reafon,  diftinguiftving  between 
"  Providence,  Neceflity,  and  Fate,  he  fays,  That  Provi- 
"  dence  is  the  abtolute  Divine  Power  of  God,  to  which 
"  there  are  two  other  Faculties  related,  i.  e.  Neceffity  and 
"  Fate  :  And  this  Fa<:e  attends  and  ferves  Providence  as  well 
"  as  Neceflity.  But  the  Stars  are  fubfervient  to  this  Fate 
"  only  :  For  no  Man  can  efcape  the  Force  of  Fate,  nor 
"  fecure  himfelf  from  the  Power  of  the  Stars.  Thefeare 
"  indeed  the  Weapons  and  Arms  of  Fate,  by  whofe  De- 
"  cree  all  Things  both  in  Men  and  Nature  are  effected  and 
"  brought  to  pafs." 

According  to  the  Opinion  of  Lipfeis,  you  fee  Fate  is 
nothing  elfe  but  the  Power  and  Providence  of  God  by  ano- 
ther Name ;  and  therefore  when  we  fall  rigidly  upon 
Fate,  the  flroke  feems  to  aim  at  fomething  elfe,  be'caufe  it 
is  but  a  Derivative,  and  receives  its  Force  from  the  Origi- 
nal, from  whence  all  the  vifible  and  invifible  Varieties  in  the 
World  do  naturally  and  freely  flow.  If  fo,  it  is  not  a  rufli 
Matter  tfhdre  we  lo:ige  the  Caufe  of  the  annual  Products 
of  Nature,  the  Hurries  and  Confufions  of  the  World  and 
human  Contingencies,  whether  in  the  Stars,  in  Fate,  Ne- 
ceffity,  or  Providence ;  feeing  the  Power  of  God  is  the 
Soul  of  the  World,  and  nothing  moves  till  his  Finger  gives 
the  Touch.  And  they  that  talk  or  undedland  the  Soul  of 
the  World,  exclufively  from  this  providential  Power,  I  doubt 
they  are  deceived.  Bat  let  this  fuflice  for  this  Time.  I 
come  now  to  examine  and  confider  of  the  Brumal  or  Win- 
ter-Quarter firii.

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Upon  the  Four  Quarters  of  the  Year  ;  and 
firft,  of  the  Winter-Quarter. 

WHICH  takes  its  Beginning  this  Year  on  Sunday  the 
21ft  Day  of  December,  at  15  Minutes  pad  7  in  the 
!  Morning,  at  that  Time  there  will  be  20  Degrees  of  69.  on 
'  the  Medium-cceli,  and  17  Degrees  of  Sagittary  is  on  the  ori- 
ental Angle,  or  the  Afcendant.  The  Moon  is  in  15  De- 
grees of  Gemini  near  Cufp  of  the  7th  Houfe  depariing  from 
the  Trine  of  Venus,  and  applying  to  the  Oppofition  of  Mer- 
i  cury,  and  to  the  Square  of  Saturn,  and  Trine  of  Jupiter  ; 
all  the  Planets  are  under  the  Eaith.  The  grand  Meetings 
and  Councils  of  great  Men  in  divers  Countries,  annoyed 
:  or  troubled  with  Divifions  and  Difcords,  and  Matter  of 
great  Importance,  delayed  to  the  Damage  of  the  public 
Intereft;  and  thus  (lands  the  Face  of  the  Heavens  at  the 
Time  of  this  Ingrefs.  It  was  the  ufual  Method  of  the  an- 
tient  Practitioners  and  Authors  in  this  Art  to  judge  of  the 
Year  by  the  Lord  of  the  Year,  as  they  call  it  :  The  Me- 
thod how  to  elect  that  Lord  you  will  find  in  Origanus,  Part 
1.  Page  471.  and  forward.  They  did  alfo  much  depend 
on  the  Almuten,  or  Lord  of  the  Nativity,  and  to  as  little 
Purpofe.  As  to  that  of  Nativities,  I  am  certain  it  is  an 
idle  Thing  to  fay  this  or  that  Planet  is  the  Almuten,  or  1 
Lord  of  the  Nativity,  for  they  are  all  equally  Lords  in 
their  Places  ;  and  to  fay  this  or  that  efiential  Dignity  gives 
them  that  Power,  is  next  to  Nonfenfe.  I  believe  fome  of 
the  eaftern  VafTals,  that  were  Slaves  to  their  tyrannical 
Monarchs,  were  the  firft  Inventors  of  that  Doctrine.  For 
the  Government  of  Heaven  is  a  Commonwealth  of  Seven, 
and  no  one  Lord  among  them,  but  they  are  all  equal.  Nay, 
the  Sun,  (that  fome  People  have  brought  to  prove  Mo- 
narchy by)  is  but  a  Du&e  of  Venice  at  bell.  But  to  return 
to  the  Lord  of  the  Year  again.  As  I  have  done,  fo  I  will 
again  lay  it  afide,  and  judge  by  a  more  rational  Way  in 
my  Judgment.

In  the  lafl  Quarter  the  Planets  were  under  the  g 
but  at  this  Ingrefs  are  all  above  the  Earth  in  the  eleventh 
Houfe,  only  %  and  the  Moon,  Hie  is  in  the  5th  Hoafi*, 
lately  feparating  from  the  Oppofition  of  Jupiter,  and 
Trine  of  Venus,  and  applying;  to  the  Oppofition  of  the  Q, 
T? ,  $,  and  g.  Thus  fland  the  Configurations  at  this 
Spring  Quarter,  At  the  latter  end  of  the  la  ft  Quarter 
there  was  a  Conjunctio-a  of  Saturn  and  Mjrs  in  /'n  7\  and 
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dercury  in  Conjunction  with  them,  both  in  the  fame  Sign, 
.11  three  of  them  fall  among  violent  fixed  Stars  of  the 
Mature  $  and  g  ,  which  will  add  much  of  the  Nature  of 
hofe  Stars,  to  the  Force  and  Quality  of  the  Effects  they 
tre  likely  in  all  Probability  to  produce,  in  thofe  Parts  where 
;hey  will  fpend  their  Power  and  Fury.  And  to  be  better 
Hiderflood,  I  will  a  little  enlarge  on  this  Subject,  and  in 
Drder  to  this  Matter,  I  will  lay  this  Sentence  down  as  an 
Axiom:  That  all  the  Conjunctions  of  Saturn  and  Mars  are 
of  a  malefick  Tendency,  and  inimical  to  human  Nature  ; 
but  fome  more  than  others,  from  the  Violence  of  the  Parts 
of  Heaven  in  which  they  are  celebrated.  And  this,  if 
need  be,  proved  by  Experience  and  Examples  in  a  plenti- 
ful Manner,  with  a  little  Retrofpection.  In  my  Judgment 
on  thefe  Conjunctions,  I  fhall  not  trouble  you  with  that 
pedantick  Way  of  quoting  Texts  from  a  great  many  Au- 
thors, though  I  have  them  before  me,  but  give  you  my 
Thoughts  in  as  fhort  and  concife  a  Method  as  my  Judg- 
ment, and  the  little  Room  I  have,  will  admit  and  direct 
me.  Thefe  two  Malefects  are  both  direct  and  fwift  in  Mo- 
tion, and  for  that  Reaibn  they  will  haften,  and  by  their 
endeavour  add  to  its  Expedition  and  Fury,  whofe.  Effects 
do  naturally  tend  to  Hoftility  and  Violence  by  Blood  and 
Force  of  Arms,  that  it  will  mew  its  Power  in,  fo  I  judge 
this  Quarter  will  be  fpent  in  much  Projects  and  Contrivan- 
ces that  lhall  feem  mod  probable  to  induce  and  facilitate 
the  Defigns  in  Hand,  but  the  Execution  of  it  will  be  de- 
lay'd  till  they  come  to  the  Square  of  each  other,  and  then 
you  may  expect  the  Motion  of  Men  and  Arms,  and  Ac- 
tion, to  attend  it.  Things  feem  at  prefent  to  be  carried 
on  as  if  Friendfhip  and  Agreement  were  intended,  yet  for 
all  thofe  Pretences  there  is  Tricking  and  many  fraudulent 
Defigns  intended,  and  under  the  Influence  of  this  Quadrate 
former  Leagues  and  Contracts,  Articles  and  Agreements, 
wiil  be  questioned  and  called  into  Controverfy.  t  he 
Truth  is,  there  can  be  no  Good  expected  from  thefe  Things 
to  Mankind,  becaufe  and  are  naturally  Enemies  both 
.to  our  Being  and  Well-being.  Saturn  mews  lingering  Dif- 
eafes,  Scarcity  of  Food  and  fcubfrftence.  Mars  fignifies  Con- 
tentions, Wars,  Breach  ofLeagu.es,  Definition  of  Mankind.

hot-headed  People,  and  fuch  as  are  Enemies  to  Union 
Peace,  and  Happinefs :    Men  that  have  no  Principles  E 
Virtue  are  eafily  Dialled  and  fwayed  by  Intereft,  even  t 
the  betraying  of  themfelves  and  Poilerity,   and  abufing 
good  and  righteous  Cauie,  T?  cannot  pafs  out  of  Pifces  int 
Aries,  but  with  Uneafinefs  to  that  Kingdom  from  thofe 
People,  and  generally  where  he  pafieth  Virgo  and  Libra  he 
doth  the  like. 


The  Autumnal  or  Harveft  Quarter. 

WHICH  this  Year  begins  on  Tuefday,  the  2  2d  Day 
of  September,  at  30  Minutes  after  9  o'Clock  at 
Night,  the  .Sun  enters  Sign  Libra,  at  which  Time  there  is 
26  Degrees  of  Gemini  in  the  Afcendant,4  and  20  Degrees 
Aquarius  in  the  Medium-cceli,  or  tenth  Houfe.  The  Moon 
in  the  Sign  of  the  fecond  Houfe  in  her  own  Dignities,  go 
ing  from  the  Square  of  Saturn,  and  applying  to  the  Sextile 
of  Mercury  and  Trine  of  Jupiter.  Mercury  in  Virgo,  in 
oppofition  to  Jupiter  in  Pifces,  both  ftrong,  Venus  in  Con- 
junction with  Mars  on  the  Cufp  of  the  4th  Houfe.  Thus 
{lands  the  Pofitions  of  the  Heavens  at  this  Ingrefs.  This 
Scheme  has  fome  Refemblance  of  the  Spring  ;  and  moft  of 
the  Planets  are  dignified,  in  benevolent  Afpefts,  which 
(hews  that  Men  and  Things  feem  to  tend  to  Peace  and 
Quietnefs  with  Profit  to  the  common  People,  which  is  re- 
prefented  by  the  Moon  being  well  placed  in  the  Scheme.
